WAVEKUEY HOOT 

Why the Gooseberry 
Gets Snubbed in U.S. 


W TTT.T.TA M ROBBINS, In "The 
vv American Food Scandal," lists 
gooseberriefi among the- foods 
which it is difficult to find in 
. UJ& supermarkets; but while it 
is true that this is the kind of 
hard- to- handle fruit which su- 
permarkets prefer not to offer, 
they are, far once, sot the villains 
, who can be accused of being the 
sole agents In depriving Ameri- 
cans of this food. There are at 
least three reasons for the pres- 
ent unimportance of the goose- 
berry in the United States, none 
of -which has anything to do with 
the influence of the supermarkets. 

in the first place, the goose- 
berry Is not a fruit which Amer- 
icans would ' dearly like to have. 
Americans have never been great 

gooseberry fanciers, an exception 
to the rule that American eating 
habits are the prolongation of 
British eating habits. My family 
is British Isles on .both sides, 
which probably explains why. 
when I was a child, gooseberries 
grew In our backyard, and we ate 
them with delight — fresh, with su- 
gar and milk. Our neighbors gave 

US little help to TYml-nt-ninin jr 
Anglo-Saxon gooseberry tradition. 

The English .are the world's 
most, fervent gooseberry eaters, 
‘with 'some help from Scandina- 
vians and Teutons (gooseberry 
tart was a favorite dish of Adolf 
Hitler). Even to Britain, however, 
the gooseberry can hardly be 
classed as a major fruit, and its 
place on the tables of the world 
Is negligible. 

It Is grown to the British Isles 
perhaps oftener by private- per- 
sons for their 6wn pleasure. In 
hedgerows or under the trees of 
orchards (the gooseberry dotes 
on shade) than by professional 
suppliers of the market. Commer- 
cial plantings of gooseberries in 
Britain occupy only about 7,000 
acres and «muni»rrJnJ production 
is axOU&d 16,000 tons ■nmm.lly 
(divide by 20 for the UB. figures). 
Something like a thousand varie- 
ties of gooseberries have been of- 
fered to British gardeners; the 
United States and Canada togeth- 
er grow only about a dozen, 
less Attractive 

A second reason why the goose- 
berry is so much less Important 
to America than in Britain (or 
even than in northern Europe in 
general) may well he that it is 
a less attractive fruit in the Unit- 
ed States. 

A plant of the Northern Hemi- 
sphere, the gooseberry is repre- 
sented by native species on both 
sides of the Atlantic, but the Eu- 
ropean fruit and the American 
one seem to have developed from 
different wDd ancestors. The Brit- 
ish gooseberry is considerably 
larger. By giving special care to 
Us most popular variety, the Lev- 
eller, British horticulturists ob- 


tained fruits weighing an ounce 
each; but the all-time champion 
was the London, ft variety of the 
last century, which for 37 seasons 
In a row (1829 to 1867 1 sent the 
largest gooseberries to agricultural 

exhibits. 

A third, and probably the most 
. Important, reason why the goose- 
berry has become rare to the 
United States is that, like its very 
close relative, the currant, it has 
been deliberately discouraged; it 
transmits blister rust, which kills 
the native American white pine, 
a tree of great commercial value 
and majestic beauty. The goose- 
berry also does some discourag- 
ing itself i The currant has smooth 
stems, but those of the goose- 
berry bristle with often vicious 
spikes. 

America’s best-known hybrid Is 
named the Flxwell (get it?', be- 
cause its fruit has been Induced 
to hang from long stems well be- 
low the protective thorns: It can 
be gathered without loss of blood. 

The cultivated gooseberry is a 
fairly recent addition to the hu- 
man larder. The Normans are 
supposed to have brought it Into 
' France, but probably to a wild 
variety, about the 10th century 
or a little later, but not until the 
16th century did it begin to spread 
from Its foothold to Normandy 
Into the rest of the country. It 
Is known there by the same name 
as the currant, groseWe. but is 
distinguished from It by being 
called the ffroseille a maquereau, 
the mackerel currant. 

I once took It for granted' that 
this name referred to the striped 
pattern of the gooseberry's skin, 
which might suggest the stripes 
of the mackerel; but it appears 
that gooseberry sauce, made from 
crushed green gooseberries, was 
once popular in both. France and 
England and was served, precisely, 
with mackerel. Gooseberries, in 
this form or on their own, enjoy- 
ed a certain favor in Prance in 
the 17th and 18th centuries, but 
by the end of the 19th the fruit 
had worn out its welcome; very 
few gooseberries are cultivated In 
France today. 

It is not easy to distinguish be- 
tween currants and gooseberries. 
Both are placed to the genus 
Ribes (some taxonomists prefer 
to ascribe this name to currants, 
to which case they call gooseber- 
ries Grossuiaria , but the Issue is 
somewhat confused by the fact 
that the common gooseberry car- 
ries both names in the Ljnnaean 
classification. Of 25 species of 
Ribes listed in Sturtevant's 
“Edible Plants of the World," ll 
are called gooseberries and eight 
currants. The other six are un- 
identified, which suggests that 
oven this renowned classifier was 
in doubt. .

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'The Arm of Evil’ 


. . . senseless . . . cowardly . . . 
lawless”— those aye the right words for the 
latest atrocity committed by the terrorists 
of the Palestine Liberation Organization on 
Innocent Israeli civilians last weekend. With- 
in the limitations of any words to do so, they 
accurately define the act. And when Israeli 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin promises to 
“cut off the arm of evil” that threatens his 
' people he is merely defining, in our view, 
the only realistic response immediately 
available to Israel. No thoughtful onlooker 
can he indifferent to that country’s anger 
and anxiety — and grief. It is one thing to 
urge that the Israeli attacks launched Into 
Lebanon on Tuesday he confined Insofar as 
possible to military targets; that would cer- 
tainly he our hope. But it would hardly he 
reasonable to expect Israel not to make 
urgent and forceful efforts to answer ontee 
again the challenge to Israeli security posed 
by the more fanatic elements in the Pales- 
tinian movement 

* * * 

We doubt, however, that even those Israeli 
leaders and supporters who argue the case 
for quick and firm reprisals would contend 
that counterterrorism, however effectively 
oonduci^d over the short haul, can make 
Israel secure over the longer term. That 
purpose can be served only by the peace 
process set in train at Jerusalem last year, 
maintained precariously' in the intervening 
months, and due to be resumed in next 
wc-ek’s criticall encounter between Mr. Begin 
».d President carter at the White House. 
That is the real message from the massacre 
on the Israeli coast last Saturday and nobody 
knows it better, of course, than those who 
engineered it. This was not. after all, the 
first time that the PLO's terrorists have 
s track at a moment when Israel was in the 
midst of negotiations that showed some 
promise of leading to settlements with its 
Arab neighbors, and it will almost certainly 
not be the last-. This is, tragically, the PLO's 
own. iplm and desperate way of acknowledg- 


ing progress toward sanity and tranquillity 
in the Middle East. 

the Question, of Course, is whether this 
brutal strategy of disruption will succeed. 
Anti the answer, we think, will depend on 
how well the message from last weekend’s 
horror is understood, by Israelis as well as 
moderate Arabs who profess an interest in 
a peaceful settlement. It seems .to us that 
the reactions so for, while mixed, are at 
least somewhat encouraging; Mr. Begin has 
chosen to see in the latest FLO raid strong 
reinforcement for his view that a Palestinian 
state with the PLO In command is unthink- 
able. That’s fair enough; by any timetable 
that we can foresee, an independent Pales- 
tinian state of any sort is a long way down 
the road, and we doubt the Jordanians, the 
Saudi Arabians, and still less Egypt’s Pres- 
ident Sadat, would seriously want to see the 
likes of the PLO’s Yasser- Arafat in change 
of it, however stout their piddle dedication 
to the Palestinian cadse. 

* * * 

For his part, Mr. Sadat was sensibly re- 
strained on Tuesday in his comments on last 
weekend’s “sad and tragic incident,” saying ' 
that “anything against civilians I shall also 
condemn.” Privately, if not quite so emphat- 
ically in public, both Israeli and Egyptian 
officials have seized upon the event as a 
powerful argument for a comprehensive Mid- 
east settlement— though not, obviously, on 
the same terms. So it may be too much to 
expect that the PLO's mu rderous mission 
last weekend, and the heightened tension 
that has followed, will somehow give fresh 
.impetus to the peace process. But the FLO'S 
latest provocation should serve, at the very 
least, as a harsh reminder of what the alter- 
native is to a renewed effort to exploit the 
breakthrough at Jerusalem. That effort 
can be started with Mr. Begin’s visit to 
Washington. But the FLO raid Is also' a - 
reminder that it will be ended successfully 
only with further concessions from both 
sides.

Halting Erosion of the Dollar 


West Germany and the United States have 
..akeri another crack at the dollar speculators. 
The two countries have agreed to increase 
iae amount of West German marks avail- 
able to soak up excess dollars from the ex- 
change markets (by some $2.7 hillion, and 
warned currency dealers that, if necessary, 
far more would 'be marshaled In defense of' 
the dollar. The accord r however, did little 
to holster the dollar's value; the market ex- 
pected more. Sterner measures will be need- 
ed. It appears, to halt the erosion. 

There Is no scarcity of proposals for how 
to do that. The real problem is to find an 
approach - that will discourage the dollar- 
amripero without damaging the domestic 
economy or further straining the mechan- 
isms of international finance. From this 
perspective, palliatives don’t make much 
sense. What is needed above all is a na- 
tional commitment to out oil imports and to _ 
fight inflation. 

* * * 

At first glance, the most inviting solution 
to the dollar problem Is not just another dis- 
play of the flag like the new accord with 
Bonn, but a show of farce— real evidence 
that the combined might of the central 
hanks can ruin the most determined specu- 
lator The Federal Reserve could use its 
foreign exchange borrowing privileges to buy 
up billions in dollars abroad. Or the Treas- 
ury could amass huge new reserves of for- 
eign currency by selling, to foreign central 
banks, bonds that are guaranteed against 
exchange depreciation. A third option would 
be to sell goto thereby Increasing exchange 
reserves and punishing investors who have 
bet against the dollar by purchasing precious 
metals. 

Unfortunately, each of these options has 
serious drawbacks. Buying back $5 billion or 
even $20 billion might not- be enough to end 
the skepticism. Much the same could be said 
for the sale of gold. Peddling UB. govern- 
ment securities guaranteed against exchange 
loss would, no doubt, .have an immediate 
positive effect on tee dollar’s talue by open- 


ing up a new market among central banks 
for UJ3. currency- But it would be difficult 
to sell such securities selectively. If, for 
example, Norway were given guarantees, 
nothing would stop the Anihji from asking 
similar protection for all fibeir Hnii«r hold- 
ings. 

That leaves one practical option. The 
United States must show the will to reduce 
the net outward flows of dollars into the 
world economy. The U£>. demand for for- 
eign goods— and thus the US. trade deficit 
— could be radically cut merely by stepping 
on the economic brakes. But thia cure would 
be far worse than the malady, wiping out 
jobs and Income at home and rocking other 
economies that depend on tire UB. export 
market . The trade deficit can toe attacked 
more selectively without the loss of jobs only 
by cutting oil Imports and taming inflation. 

Such views will remain only homilies, of 
course, until Congress and the President 
gather the political courage to act. The very 
least needed for progress on oil Is quick pas- 
sage of the energy bill. If It doesn't indude 
a stiff increase In the price of oil the Pres- 
ident will have to act an his own by Impos- 
ing restrictions on oil imports. 

Equally important,- the White House must 
fight to -keep UJ3. goods competitive 1 jx world 
markets by keeping the lid on prices. Busi- 
ness and labor bitterly oppose any form of 
“incomes policy”— government Interference 
In setting prices and wages. But since the 
prospects for controlling Inflation without 
some sort of Incomes policy are dim, Mr. Oar- 
ter must persuade (hem of the need. 

* * * 

Although he has absorbed much political 
punishment In the process, the President has 
wisely held bade from crudely asserting UB. 
economic power in the search for a dollar 
solution. Stabilizing- the dollar could ease 
the problems of the international .financial 
system to the benefit of all. But stability 
cannot take precedence over other economic - 
goals. The way to manage the dollar with.- ' 
out paying a heavy price Is the hard Way.

L ONDON— Tbs problem of the 
20th century is the problem 
of the color line, wrote VJUB. 
Du BoSs in 1003. I would alter 
the emphasis: Tbe struggle for 
Blacks to win the right to vote in 
white - dominated countries is a 
critical issue of the second half 
of the 20th century. 

The great struggle of today Is 
not between capitalist and social- 
ist, between black and white, but 
between democrats and nemdem- 
ocrats. 

It is a battle that reaches back 
to the Greek city states. Not even 
“class wax” has been more im- 
portant; Indeed, in its mast un- 
adulterated form the class war 
of Marx and 'Lenin was seen at 
one with the battle for democracy. 
Tragically that is no longer so, 
although the Dubceks and Djl- 
lases of • Eastern Europe wish it 
were. 

The decisive events for modern 
democracy were the Americas 
Revolution of 1776, the French 
Revolution of 1789, the Reform 
Act In England In 1832. But one 
should add to those the Japanese 
election of 1947, the Indian gen- 
eral election of 1977, and the 
UB. Voting Rights Act of 1965 
which enfranchised the Southern 
blacks of the united States. 

In the United states the battle 
for democracy is more than three- 
quarto* won, although at tbe 
time of the big city riots and tbe 
Black Panthers In tbe late 1960s 
disaster was only narrowly avert- 
ed. It is in South Africa that 
the battle now is most furiously 
joined. The troops are up to tee 
laager walls. The trumpet has 
been blown. If not seven times, 
then five or six. 

. Will the whites lay down their 
arms of their own accord or will 
it once again be the rivers of 
Mood as it was with the Zulu 
icing Dhagane— only thin time 
drawing the whole of Africa into 
its vortex? 

The white South African* 
should look back intp the history 
of the democratic struggle in tbe 
West Many of the arguments 
they now use to justify their 
minority dnmhnmre rang out in 
the legislatures of the United 
States, Britain, and France less 
than 150 years ago. But the case 
fox superiority was found want- 
ing. 

listen to the debate In the New 
York constitutional convention: 
the year is 1821 and the speaker 
Is Chancellor James R»nt of the 
New York Supreme Court: “There 
is a constant tendency in the 
poor to cuvet «thi to share the 
plunder of the rich; in the major- 
ity to tyrannize over the minority 
and trample down their rights; in 
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the indolent and file profligate 
to cast the whole burdens of 
society upon tbe industrious and 
virtuous, a stable Senate, exesnjrt- 
ed from tbe influence of universal 
suffrage, Till powerfully check 
these dangerous propensities.*' 
The convention did n ot lis ten to 
C hancellor Kent, property quail*, 
flea Hong were removed. 1621 was 
tee watershed year for numerous- 
other state legislatures. By the- 
end of tee year only five states- 
retained property qualifications - 
and these were removed. in the- 
next three decades. 

In Britain, the struggle for 
universal suffrage was long and 
drawn out Working class protest 
began to gather pace in the 18th 
century. By tee early 19th cen- 
tury its potency was frightening 
for many. Yet of the 

growth of a revolutionary move- 
ment as In Prance, there develop- 
ed strong pressure lor the radical 
reform of Parliament and the 
social system. The excesses of the 
French Revolution and the de- 
cline into despotism, foretold by 
Burke In his “Reflections,'’ bad- 
convinced tee English bourgeoisie., 
that revolution would be fatal to 
their interests. Slowly, steadily, 
not without periods of retreat, 
not without its Soweto, the Peter - 
loo massacre. Britain moved 
forward to tee 1832 Reform Act 
Even so It was not until 1867 
that Britain enfranchised its 
wage earners. Revolution was 
avoided and whatever its limita- 
tions, Britain, offers a more 
stable political structure than 
does Its neighbor France, which 
lives in a permanently polarized 
state of political precarioosness. 


Fears 

The fears that were spoken of 
in the 19th century— a, dictator- 
ship of uncouth masses, a decline, 
in values, tbe end of civilized- 
conduct— have not crane to pass. 
On the great questions of na- 
tional security and independence 
of tbe judiciaxy it is the working 
class who have become one of 
the most stolid elements - in tee 
body politic. Lenin in his 1917 
essay “The State and Revolu- 
tion’’ wrote: “Owing to the con- 
dition of capitalist exploitation, 
the modem wage slaves are also 
so crashed by want and poverty 
teat they 'cannot be bothered 
with democracy,’ *11167 cannot be 
bothered with politics.' " How 
wrong events have proved him 
to be. Not just in the West, but 
hi the poorest democracy of 
them all — twhib 

White South Africa should 
read tee lessons of the past. It 
should draw hope rather than 
fear from the well of history.

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Japan Aims to Curb 
Short-Term Inflows 


TOKYO, March 15 (AF-DJ),— 
japan moved today to cnrb the 
Inflow of short-tam capital 
which has pushed the yen to 
record levels against .the dollar 
aid threatened, some fear, to 
tuffs a deflationary impact on 
the economy. The Bar* of Japan 
towered its official discount rate 
-the . rate at which it lends to 
commercial banks— by 0.15 points 
to' a post-war low of 3-5 per cent, 
effective tomorrow. This is the 
second major cut in she months. 

-The central bank also increas- 
ed, as of March 18. the reserve 
requirement on free yen deposits 
held by foreigners to 100 per cent 
from the 50 per cent currently 
imposed on depvdts exceeding the 
amount outstanding at mid-Feb- 
ruary. 

'Along with this, the Finance 
Ministry as of tomorrow will for- 
bid non - residents to buy yen 
tends having maturities of less 
than five years and one month. 

Analysis Skeptical 

The measures were expected 
put bankers and economists here 
ttifrik they will have a limited 
and perhaps only temporary ef- 
fect on both stabilizing the yen 
and aiding the sluggish econ- 
omy. 

"The discount-rate cut was 
worth about one yen,” said one 
bank economist, noting the mar- 
gin by which the dollar Improved 
after reports of Impending gov- 
ernment action reached the for- 
eign exchange market. 

■A central bank official said the 
restrictions on capital inflows 
were prompted by r rapid rise 
this month. He estimated that net 
purchases at yen bonds by for* 
elgners In the early part Of March 
alone equaled the record Febru- 
ary Inflows of about SL2 billion 
to SL3 Miuon January 
the previous record with nearly 
5900 million. 

Similar rises were noted in the 
yen accounts held by non-resi- 
dents. These Increased $600 mil- 
lion to S700 million since March 
1. following a net increase of 
about $1 billion in January and 
February. 

The central bank official said 
there were no active consulta- 
tions going Gn to set up a 
bilateral arrangement with the 
United States similar to the 
swap arrangements announced 
earlier this week with West Ger- 
many to defend the dollar. 

Foreign exchange traders react- 


ed with mixed feelings. “In the 
shtut-run there may be some dol- 
lar strengthening overseas, but 
I’ll be selling if it goes beyond 235 
yen.” one trader at a major Japa- 
nese book B&idL 

One concern among bankers is 
that as a result of the measures 
the forward discount on dollars 
will widen further, offering for- 
eigners an attractive reason for 
Staging currencies Into Japan, 
despite the 100-per-cent reserve 
requirement on free yen deposits. 

The r eacti on in the business 
community was not very encour- 
aging either. Toshiwo Boko, pres- 
ident of the federation of eco- 
nomic organizations (KeWanreni 
said the government should have 
cut the discount rate much ear- 
lier. • 

The discount-rate cut In itself 
win do little to stimulate invest- 
ment by private industry, an 
economist at the Bank of Tokyo 
said. 

Central bank governor Tei- 
Ichlro Modnaga said that lower- 
ing the discount rate was aimed 
essentially at promoting a “recov- 
ery of domestic, business activity 
and attainment of Japan's bal- 
ance-of-payments equilibrium.” 
He said despite previous govern- 
ment efforts, economic sluggish- 
ness continues and the balance- 
of-poyments and current-account 
surplus is snowballing. 

Finance Minister Tatsuo Mu- 
rayama said the reduction In in- 
terest burden on companies will 
help stabilize employment ax well 
as bring about a revival of busi- 
ness by next -month. 

Belgium Cuts Bates 

BRUSSELS. March 15 (AP- 
DJ).— Belgium's central hantr re- 
duced its key lending rates, the 
discount -anu Lombard, to 6 per 
cent from 6.5 per cent effective 
tomorrow In a move reflecting a 
high degree of stability of the 
Belgian franc in the foreign ex- 
change market— especially within 
the joint European currency float 
known as the snake.

Analyst Calls Stock Price Weakness Bullish

NEW YORK, March 15 {NYTj.— Ask 
the average shareholder or broker what 
he would most like to see in the stock 
market now and the response probably 
would be “a rousing rally.” or words to 
that effect, . 

But John MendcJson, of White Weld 
& Co., takes the opposite view. Mr. . Men - 
delson. a chartist with one of the better 
records in Wall street for' calling market 
turns, wirrw up his case by declaring: T'd 
say weakness In stock prices would be 
bullish. It there is no rally at any size 
in the near term, you could have the 
market hitting its low by midsummer of 
1978." 

A brisk recovery in stock prices, on the 
other hand, simply would postpone the 
timing of the ultimate market bottom in 
Mr. Mendeison's opinion. 

In his own ’work, the White Weld 
chartist pays no heed to the economic Im- 
pact of the coal strike, the weakness of 
the dollar, the trend of interest rates or 
f.ha countless other t-hing a t-hn*. so many 
fundamental analysts worry about. Not 
does he try to forecast how far the Dow 
Jones Industrial average will fall before 
.it flattens out. 

Mr. Mendelson bases his work on a set 
of four key indicators. Foremost among 
these la New York Stock Exchange momen- 
tum, ot a study of the rate of price and 
volume change in stocks, with particular 
pm p h iidu on volume. 

"In any moving object, the rate of change 


changes before the direction changes,” he 
explains. “This Is true of a clock pendulum 
nearing the end of ife swing or an air- 
plane putting down Its flaps just as it 
lands.” He believes the same principle is 
applicable to the stock market 

The problem with the market, as be 
sees it Is that it has been going down at 
the same rate of change. “Ideally, I'd look 
■ for a period of extended deceleration of at 
least two months and then a final bang 
with prices dropping sharply in a brief 
period," Mr. Mendrison said. “But as it 
now stands, there has been very little im- 
provement in the technical condition of 
the market, given the magnitude and the 
length of its decline." 

The result, as be sees It, has been “a 
gentleman's decline" lacking in a key in- 
gredient— “anxiety as expressed by selling 
pressure''— that would characterize a final 
wrlngout. 

But Mr. Mendelson Is no diehard pur- 
veyor of gloom, in his estimation, stock 
prices for the last two years have been 
In a long correction that has not ended, 
but this exists within the framework ot a 
long-term bull market that began In late 
1974. The current “intermediate*' decline, 
be remains confident, ultimately will end 
to set the stage for a resumption of the 
bull market that will see new highs for 
all of the popular stock averages. 

The White Weld chartist predicted the 
upward turn in stock prices in the autumn 
-of 1974 and again In early December 1915, 
when so many analysts had become bear- 
ish. His clients include a number of the 


Important institutional investors around 
the country. 

What signals does he look for in the 
other three Indicators before there is a 
turn lor the better? 

“I want stock-exchange members to lower 
their high level of short selling. Recently, 
members accounted for 77 per cent of all 
short selling In Big Board stocks. I'd like 
to see this figure go down to 65 or 70 per 
cent, which would mean' an increase In 
short selling by the public. 

“I want the specialists to go heavily 
long in their inventory, or investment, ac- 
counts, as differentiated from their trad- 
ing accounts. Our study of specialist in- 
ventory positions continues to show very 
wnai.il long positions. Every important 
low since 1962 has been preceded by large 
long buying In specialist inventory ac- 
counts before the advance began. 

“I'd like toe fin imeUJ stocks — a measure- 
ment of the stock exchange's financial 
index relative to its composite index of all 
Listed common Issues— to be stronger than 
the general market for a period of perhaps 
six to eight weeks.” 

While Mr. Mendelson shies from predic- 
tions on how low toe Dow industrials 
might fall before the market up-urn, he 
will, when pressed, venture a guess In 
terms of a possible bottom for the Big 
Board’s composite index. His present esti- 
mate, by no means set in concrete, calls 
for a low around 45. 

At the 45 level, the composite index 
would be back approximately to its read- 
ings in the autumn of 1975.

5 WP>.— Despite the sharp appre-

It warns, however, that there 
is still uncertainty surrounding 
the trend of wages, especially 
in the private sector where there 
is substantial pressure for in- 
creases considerably above the 
government's i 0-per-cent objetive.

U.S. Oil Imports Are Beginning to Drop 


NEW YORK. March 15 iNYTi. 
— While congressional conferees 
have been struggling to shape 
some form of energy legislation 
that wculp reduce America’s 
dependence on foreign oil, a little 
noticed yet encouraging devel- 
opment has emerged: Imports 
have started to drop on their 
own. 

Analysts now predict that the 
United States will consume less 
foreign oil this year than it did 
in 1977— perhaps 5 per cent less. 
They expect Imports again to 
head upward in 1979 ot 1980, but 
at a far slower pace than they 
lave in the past— possibly at a 
rate of only 2 per cent a year or 
less between now and 1985. By 
contrast, imports jumped an ' 
average of nearly 15 per cent a 
year between 1970 and 1977. 


Foreign ofi is bring squeezed 
out of the country not only by 
the rapidly mounting flow of oil 
from Alaska but also by on in- 
tensive drilling campaign In the 
nation’s traditional oilfields and 
by an unexpectedly strong trend 
toward conservation. 

The Garter administration, of 
course, expects the energy bills 
now in Congress to reduce im- 
ports permanently. But oil ana- 
lysts point out that even without 
that legislation, a contraction is 
under way. 

Indiana Standard expects UA 
consumption of foreign oil to 
slip to 8.4 million barrels a day 
this year, from more than 8j6 
million ; n 1977.

The com- 
pany predicts that imparts will 
be shout 9.8 million barrels daily 
In 1980 and around 10.4 million ' 
in 1985. 

The Department of Energy 
agrees that, even without further 
legislation, imports should not 
exceed 12 million barrels a day 
in 1985. The agency contends , 
that the energy bills now in 
Congress can cut dally imports 
to about 7 million barrels by , 
1985. Even the government's 
worst-case forecast of 12 miiHnn j 
barrels a day would represent a 
growth In imports of only slight- 
ly more than 4 per cent a year 
from 1977 through 1985.

William Miller, speaking before 
the Senate Budget Committee,

Rally in Dollar 
Hit by Selling 
From Middle East 

LONDON, March 15 • AP-DJ 1. 
—An early rally of the dollar to- 
day was reversed by Middle East 
selling ro that the U.S. currency 
finished mixed egainst major cur- 
rencies in European trading, 
dealers said. : 

The dollar moved higher 
against all currencies in the 
early morning alter a tentative 
settlement of the UjS. coal' strike 
was reached. 

Also Initially aiding the dol- 
lar was the decision of the Bank 
of Japan to lower its discount 
rate and to impose, further con- 
trols on purchases of yen by non- 
residents. 

However, at mid-morning the 
dollar started to turn down and 
continued to do so for most of 
the rest of toe day. 

Dealers said the selling of dol- 
lars originated in toe Middle 
East, where operators were ob- 
viously concerned about the 
political implications of Israel's 
air and ground strikes against 
Palestinian forces in southern 
Lebanon. 

Most affected by the Israeli in- 
cursion into' Lebanon was the 
Swiss franc. After opening higher 
the dollar fell progressively dur- 
ing -the day to end at 19370 
franca, down from 1.9458 yester- 
day. 

However, the dollar also 
dropped against the yen to 33290 
from 23290 after trading as high 
as 234.75 in the morning. 

After trading os high as 2-0630 
deutache marks, the dollar fell' 
back to 2.0492 at the end of the 
day far only a small gain from 
yesterday's late level of 2.0430,

Nonetheless, Mr. Miller said 
some additional bridging actions 
that could be tried include ex- 
changing securities for foreign 
currencies, passible gold sales und 
technical moves that would nllnw 
toe Treasury' to draw on Its In- 
ternational Monetary Fund re- 
sources.

Indoor record In only his 
second yepr of participation in 
the sport The record didn't last 
long, bring broken here Sun- 
day night by Vladimir Yush- 
chenko, even as Jacobs was pre- 
paring to fly to Milan to Jump 
against the Russian last night.

I hope it doesn't 
affect me during the meet, but 
I’m not making an y excuses.” 
He competed Saturday night in 
Detroit, winning his event in 
the NCAA championships, then 
flew to New York and on to 
Milan, arriving late Monday 

Soon after he reached his 
hotel he was back aboard a bus 
on his way to a workout. He 
tried to doze cm the bus, but 
the first time he opened his 
eyes, there was a reporter who 
wanted to talk about Franklin 
Jacobs, a subject he finds— in 
an Ingenuous, winning way— 
irresistible. So he dozed no more. 

He talked about growing up 
poor In Paterson, NJ., and about 
his only sport then, basketball. 
T always wanted to be a bas- 
ketball player, I still do today,” 
he said. “1 probably shouldn't 
be saying this, but I've got a 
couple of pro offers for after 
the Olympics in 1880. 

“But there's no basketball be- 
fore ’BO, in case I got hurt. Af- 
ter that, though, I'm going back 
to it. 

“What position did I play? 
With my height, there was 


nothing I could be but a guard. 
But I can do it all. pass, shoot 
and rebound. And dunk., I’m the 
only S’ 8" player I ever heard 
of who can dunk.” 

Jacobs makes a cult of his 
size, even knowing it in meters, 
which is almost unheard of 
among Americans, and he is * 
renowned for being able to leap 
almost 2 feet above his height. 
He is the shortest of the top 
high jumpers to be sure, but he 
appears to be taller than 5 feet 
8 inches, especially when he Is 
standing next to somebody that 
tall. Perhaps, at the age of 20. 
he is still growing. 

The story of his success has 
been told often now: his ability 
to dunk caused his high school 
basketball coach to suggest that 
he go out for track In his senior 
year. “The first, day,” Jacobs 
said, T went 6' l" and I man- 
aged to go er 8" at the end of 
the season, which is pretty good 
for high school." 

Because of this he received 
some college scholarship offers 
and chose Fairleigh Dickinson 
University In Rutherford, NJ., 
where be is now a sophomore. 
He said he liked everything 
aboyt the school, especially the 
sports program and the business 
courses, his major. 

. The business of Franklin 


Jacchj is busui.'ss, as Calvin 
CocUdge once said of a some- 
what greater power, ihe United 
States. On the bus back from 
the workout, he again stopped 
trying to doze when a woman 
high jumper begun to talk to 
him about- club affiliations and 
other financial mutters. 

Jacobs was full of details 
about a track club he is helping 
to form and what the club would 
do for him. Thar is also his 
attitude toward high jumping 
itself. 

"I'm doing it for what it will 
do for me. make Franklin Jacobs 
known,” he said. ”It witL help 
me in business after college, 
help me got a good Jcb with a 
company that will want to em- 
ploy me because of my name." 

Later, at the news conference, 
he repeated this when asked by 
an Italian reporter why he high 
jumped. The reporter was en- 
tranced by the answer atjd, to 
prove it. asked the question 
again, frauung it just the way 
everybody in the room knew l\e 
was framing the lead of his 
story about Jacobs. 

‘■You would say, Franklin." 
the reporter said, “that going 
high in the high jump means 
going high in life?” 

“I certainly hope so." Franklin 
Jacobs said sincerely.
